and a constitutional government, reads 
as follows: “His Majesty the German 
imperor and His Majesty the Em- 
peror of Austria, and apostolie King 
of Hungary, inspired by firm  con- 
fidenee in a final victory for their 


armies, and prompted by a desire to 
lead the districts conquered by their 
armies under heavy sacrifices from 
Russian dominatéton towards a happy 
future, have agreed to form of these 
districts a national state, with an 
hereditary monarchy and a constitu- 
tional government.

EMPLOYES UNVEILED YESTERDAY 


’ Tribute Paid to Those of Staff Who Have Entere 
is Performed by Lieut.- 
Address is Also Given by Postmaster George 8. Armstrong.

Thus Lieut. Col, Edwards eulogized 
the spirit and devotion of members 
o1 the Postal Clerks’ Association, yer- 
terday afternoon, when unveiling the 
honor roll of members of the associa- 
tion who have enlisted during the 
present war. The ceremony formed 
the ocoasion of an interesting little 
gathering at the post office yesterday 
afternoon, those in attendance con- 
sisting of a large number of the post 
office staff with some of their rela- 
tives. Postmaster George 8. Arm- 
strong, who presided, and Lieut. Cot. 
Edwards who carried out the unvell- 
ing. 

Fine Piece of Artistic Work. 
The honor roll, which was mounted 
on a stand and draped and covered 
with flags, is an admirable piece of 
work carried out in colors, with black 
and gold lettering, and was designed 
and executed by F. Southgate, a mem- 
ber of the staff of postal clerks. The 
roll, which is that of the postal clerks 
alone, and does not include the letter 
carriers, contains 32 names of men 
who haye enlisted in various  regi- 
ments from the earliest days of re- 
cruiting in the city. One has been 
killed, and’ several have been wound- 
ed and others are missing, their fate 
unknown. The top carries the words 
*Rdmonton Postal Clerks Honor Roll” 
done in gold letters and the figure 
of a soldier bearing a rifle and flag. 


Postmaster’s Address. 

In opening the proceedings Post- 
master Armstrong spoke of the pleas- 
ure it was to have Lieut, Col. Ed- 
wards with them to perform the aus- 
picious rite for which they had gath- 
ered, Events like this did not take 
Place very often, and it. must be a 
source of gratification to all that 
those who had left to fight for king 
and country were being honored in 
this way by those left behind. He 
waa able to tell them that 60 had en- 
listed from the post office, which gav2 
some idea of the spirit of those who 
were engaged jn the service of the 
country. Some had made the greatest 
gift of all—thelr lives—but although 
they had gone there was the gratifica- 
tion of knowing that they had given 
them in the greatest cause the world 


had known ,and that they had not 
died in vain, 
It. Col. Edwards’ Speech, 
Lieut,,.Col. Edwards said that he 


felt those who were facing him had 
the same spirit o fthose who had gone 
even though they had not done so, 
What Was greater than to follow the 
path of duty, whether it was at the 
front or at home? What way could 
® man en@ his life better than in sac- 
vifice for others? Those who hil 
“One would be held in special honor 
and grateful memory, and as Cana- 
dians they could not feel but that 
they had been privileged to take part 
ir the greatest conflict for principle 
that had ever been fought. ‘Those 
who had gone would be honored ,not 
erly today, but in years to come, and 
future generaticns of those who came 
into the building would learn to know 
those who had performed their duty 
and made this sacrifice. Colonel Eé- 
wards went on to say that this sacri- 


fice made by others should mako 
them feel that their own lives had 
keen uplifted and consecrated to 
something higher than before. They 
ought to be a truer nation, a nobler 
| people, a people more worthy of this 
| magnificent new land, building up in 
; Canada ideajs that they had \efore 
| recognized but never carried out. 
It was a matter of pride to him that 
there were 10 names in the roll of 
' men who had sérved under him in 
the 101st Regiment. He had given 
| 40 years of his life to the idea of pre- 
raring himself and others for service 
| of this kind, without realizing What 
was exactly before them, but with the 
feeling that some time or other the 
preparation would not have been in 
yain, and now that he was not able 
tc go himself he felt a great pride tn 
the fact that the men who he had 
helped to train were today doing their 
fart in the great conflict ,and that 
he had his part through them, even 
if he had not fired a shot in the 
great war. He trusted that so long 
as the post office remained that the 
memorial would be always treated 
with honor and respect and that ev 
ery man who came there would learn 
to recognize the fact that the memory 
of these men was to be kept green 
for all time to come. He thanked 
them for the honor accorded tm in 
inviting him to take part. 
Vote of Thanks Passed. 


On the motion of H. J. Talbot, 
second by E. Crossland, secretary of 
the Postal Clerk's Association, a vote 
of thanks was accorded to Lieut.-Col.

The fine Weather that is now being 
experienced in all parts of the pro- 
vince is being taken acvantage of to 
the full, and apparently the yield is 
turning out greater than elevator com- 
panies and transportation companies 
expected, in at least some areas.

TO STUDENTS 
AT UNIVERSITY 


Gives Address on Sunday Morn- 
ing on ‘‘Relation Between 
Thought and Character’’ 


The speaker at the University ser- 
vice yesterday was A. U. G. Bury, Esq., 
M.A., the university lecturer in law. 
Taking as his topic, “The Relation 
Between Thought and Character,” he 
pointed out that the topic was suitable 
for the place and the audience. The 
university Is the place where thought 
lives her life, but if thought were not 
tinted up with action, and ultimately 
with character, then at best life was 
one sided and incomplete. Thought is 


the test of character; it is also the 
most important formulative influence 
which can be brought to bear upon the 


development of character. A man 
may be guarded in his speceh and 
conduct, in order to safeguard his 


reputation, but what he thinks, is the 
naked essential man. 

The speaker illustrated his theme by 
quoting specific utterances of Jesus, 
referring to the university motto, 
“Whatsoever things are tfue.” Mr. 
Bury showed that in the _ practical 
working out of life if things which are 
truly, holy and pure, were not reckon- 
ed upon, then, whatever judgment may 
be passed upon the life of man ac- 
cording to other standards the final 
judgment must be that it was a flasco. 
It is not enough to think upon what- 
ever things are true, for many things, 
though true as facts, do not conduce 
to the highest morality. What was 
needed was, that things true, should 
be mafified by thinge pure, holy, and 
of good report. 

Dr. Harwood sang “Be Thou Faith- 
fully Unto Death,” from St. Paul, in 
a very beautiful manner, Mme Har- 
Wood playing the accompaniment.

SAYS COST 
LIVING CAN BE 
MUCH REDUCED 


A. 8. Duclos Addresses Alberta 
Association on Grading and 
Marketing Produce 


A. 8. Duclos, president of the Al- 
berta Produce Merchants’ Association, 
in addressing a meeting of the associa- 


tion last week dealt chiefly with the 
present existing high cost of living, 
and showed how, in his opinion, it 
could be decreased in some commodi- 
ties by half, if a proper system of 
grading and marketing the produce of 
the mixed farming districts were 
adopted. Mr. Duclos, who has devoied 
15 years to the study of the question 
of marketing farm produce, both in 
Canada and abroad, in the course of 
his remarks asserted that the million 
and a half dollars whcih the consumer 
peid for eggs in 1916 could be reduced 
to half a million, if the above mention- 
ed system was in force. A very im- 
portant factor in the high cost of liv- 
ing, he claimed, is in connection with 
spring sowing, -and marketing com- 
modities. Take-for instance the ege 
production, he said. One quarter of 
the eggs produced in Canada are of 
No. 1 quality, and command the high- 
est price, whilst the other three- 
quarters are of an inferior quality, and 
liable to decay and are marketed at a 
correspondingly decreased price, but 
the consumer has to make good the 
difference between the two grades, 

The high cost of living can only be 
regulated by the federal department of 
agriculture, went on the speaker, and 
he hoped that the time would soon 
come when the minister of agriculture 
would see fit to call to Ottawa men 
who had made a study of farm pro- 
duce, and the marketing of it. 

“I do not mean the government of- 
ficials connected with the department, 
continued Mr. Duclos, but citizens 
whose daily occupation is the placing 
of farm produce on the market, who 
would co-operate with the government 
officials, and whose practical experi- 
ence has placed them in a position to 
give advice on this important question, 
even to officials of the government,” 

A commission mieht be formed, 
composed of a representative from 
each province, who sv6uld have the 
welfare of the Canadian producers at 
heart, instead of putting ahead the 
interests of any company. If such a 
plan was organized, the high cost of 
living would be reduced by 50° per 
ecent.; inferior grades of produce would 
be eliminated, and the farmer would 
average the same profits as he does 
today. Another question was here 
raised by the speaker, having reference 
to the potato shortage. Why, he asked, 
are Alberta potatoes being shipped to 
the United States In such quantities, 
when there is such a demand for them 
in our own eastern provinces. ‘This 
year,’ said the speaker, “the Alberta 
potato crop will average 3560 care of

APPEAL COURT _ 
ORDERS SEDITION 
CASE RETRIED 


Judge Says it Will Have to be 
Established That Law Wai 
Actually Broken 


Taking the view that the accused 
could not be arbitrarily classed as a 
terman sympathizer and therefore 
thrown into jail, Mr, Justice Stuart, 
in the appeal court, has ordered a now 
trial in the case of Rex vs. Arthur F. 
Trainor, who was accused previously 
of speaking seditious werds, and who 
Was tried without a jury by Mr, Jus- 
tice Simmons in May, 1916, a reserva- 
tion. of the case being refused, 

Trainor was charged with laughing 
at the sinking of the Lusitania and 
arguing with Midward Lambert, of 
Strathmore, that the act was only a 
phase of war, and that the British 
were also guilty of other inhuman 
deeds, such ag trying to starve women 
and children, The accused, a Cun- 
aAdian by birth, denied that he laughed 


and called the Lusitania sinking 
“pood.” 
Mr, Justice Stuart ruled that it 


would huye,to be esteblished that the 
law was actually broken by Trainor 
his decision being concurred in by 
Justices Hyndman, Walsh and Scectt.

80 Writes Joc Fuga, Now With Italian rg rarely A 
Operator in City—Took Part in Isonzo Fighting—'‘We 
; to Tell the World the Truth’’ 


That the Austrians have special 
squads of men furnished with natled 
hammers to dispatch the wounded is 
the staternent of Joe Faga, who until 
he went to Italy was one of the eleva- 
toy operators in the Parliament Build- 
ing. He saw them used in the battle, 
on the Isonzo front on June 29th last, 
whith was preceded by a gas attack, 
and he says the soldiers who had the 
luck not to be killed “live as witnesses 
to tell the world the truth about the 
ferocity and bestiality of the enemy.” 
Barbarous Boasts, 

“When I left Edmonton to go to 
Italy to fight for my country and the 
rest of the Allies, I thought,” he states, 
“T was going to fight people who had 
reason like human beings, but to my 
great surprise I bave found nothing 
bat barbarous beests, whom we must 


fight to a finish for the good of the 
world, 
“It is now known that when that 


great offensive on the Trentino front 
was in full swing the Austrians were 
meditating an attack on the Lower 
Isonzo. They were sure we hed all 
our reserves on the Trentino front and 
had made a sensible reduction of our 
forces on the Iscnzo; so they were 
counting a sure tidvance on this front. 
But the tenucity of our defenc: on the 
Trentino and the great loss of the 
enemy, and our victorious resi stance of 
the 16th and 16th of June arcund Mal- 
falcone, made them understind that 
we were well fortified on the lsonzo, so 
hey directed their attacks ¢n a smaller 
scale, 

“But with the help of gasses they 
felt sure they cou/d threw us over the 
Tsonzo line, and you should know that 


there is a special baftalion of gas 
specialisis organited at Kreme, in 
charge of German officers. Follow- 


ing our offensive of Jiine 28th and tho 
great progress we liad made, the

under gas, for which preparations had 
heen made, 
Gas Didn't Succeed. 

“It was at 6,30 in the morning when 
a great bombardment was opened on 
our position at St, Michel and &t, 
Martino and around the passes of the 
Isonzo, Great waves of gas, favored 
by the wind, blew in the direction of 
the flate. Our lines were invested 
from every side, and it was awful the 
spectacle that everything presented at 
that moment. At first, owing to the 
effect of the gasses, it was casy for 
them to penetrate trenches, but wher 
our reserve forces came up we counter 
attacked, and, defying the effect of the 
gasses, we drove them back to their 
own trenches and took 4038 prisoners, 
The loss they had was more than ours, 
and the prisoners told us that two 
battalions had 800 men put out of ac- 
tion by nine o'clock, 

“The prisoners were terrified by our 
furious counter attack, and I may say 
that the anger of our soldiers has been 
aroused by the barbarous manner in 
which the enemy is fighting us, For 
three miles the effect of the gasses was 
felt—it was just as bad one place as 
angher—and it is impossible to tell 
what my eyes have seen, | I will nover 
forget one man, dressed in civilian 
clothes, It was he who directed the 
gas. We served him all right.” 

Witnesses of the Truth. 

“I hope my Canadian friends know 
something about the Austrians," he 
concludes his letter. They have spec- 
ial squads of men, furnished with nail+ 
ed hammers, whose business it is to 
fitish our poor ‘wolinded soldiers, 
Nearly every one we found was killed 
in this way. The 29th of June will be 
f& memorable day for us who had the 
lugk not to be killed through the fero- 
city and bestiality of this Austrian 
race. We live as witnesses to tell the

SEATS VACANT 


Saskatchewan Members Have Not 
Resigned, But Legislature Will 
Deal With Matter 


Regina, Noy. 4—Though 
Martin some time ago demanded 
resignations of H. C. Pierce, 
jor Wadena, ond C, FH, Cawthorpe, 
M.L.A, for Biggar, neither has yet re- 
signed from the legislature, the pre- 
mier said today. Mr. Martin said tha 
legislature will take steps to declare 
their seats vacant if their resignations 
ere not received. 

Pierce is now serving a sentence 
of eighteen months in Regina jail for 
accepting a bribe to oppose the banish 
the bar bill in December, 1913. Caw- 
thorpe was tried for the same offense, 
but the jury disagreed. He will come 
up again for trial in January next. 

“All I can do is to ask for their re- 
signations,” said Premier Martin to- 
cay. “T haven't any means of com- 
pelling them to resign, If their resig¢ 
nations are not received by the time 
the Hguse meets, however, I expect 
the legislature will take steps to de- 
clare their seats vacant.”

While the civilian population of 
British Columbia voted in favor 
of prohibition in nearly every con- 
stituency, the fifteen thousand sol- 
diers returned a majority against 
prohibition of three thousand. 
Two facts are disclosed in: this 
verdict from the soldiers. One is 
that young men who have learned 
to drink have not shirked their 
duty in this time of national peril. 
The other is that Whisky can get a 
majority only among men who 
have learned to ‘‘look upon the 
Wine when it is red’’ but have not 
yet reached the years when it 
‘biteth like a serpent and 
“‘stingeth like an adder.’’ 


Edmonton bank clearings are, 
of course, smaller than in the days 
when money changed hands a 
half dozen times in the month 
through real estate deals and thus 
swelled the clearings out of all re- 
lation to the ordinary business 
transacted. But the important 
point is that the clearings are com- 
ing up again, and that they are 
coming up as the result of inereas- 
ing business, not of returning 
speculation. It is to be supposed 
that they will go on rising steadily 
throughout the winter, as the pro- 
ceeds from the crop are put into 
the channels of trade, Business, 
as shown by the bank returns, is 
getting better. And there is 
every ground for supposing that it 
will go on getting better. 


The derailment of the train 
carrying a section of the 194th 
Battalion eastward calls for im- 
mediate and thorough investiga- 
tion, of course. It recalls also a 
recent official statement that large 
numbers of alien enemies are now 
employed on the railways of Can- 
ada. There may be no connec- 
tion between the circumstance 
stated and the accident at Mun- 
son. But there may be. In any 
event, the mishap suggests. what 
large opportunities alien enemies 
employed on the railways have for 
mischief. That isa menace to 
which Canada’s soldiers should 
not be exposed. The Director 
General of National Service might 
begin the regulation of industry by 
clearing alien enemies off the rail- 
ways; and he should do it without 
waiting to see whether the affair 
at Munson was an accident or an 
attempt at the wholésale murder 
of Canadian soldiers. 


Berlin’s last note to Washington 
on the submarine question was to 
the effect that if the United States 
would get the British Admiralty to 
raise the blockade of German 
ports, Germany would stop mur- 
dering United States citizens at 
sea, Otherwise, Berlin declared 
it Would consider itself in the 
presence or « ‘‘new situation’’ in 
which it reserved for itself ‘‘com- 
plete liberty of action.’’ ' Presi- 
dent Wilson veplied that he disre- 
garded the condition and intended 
to hold Berlin accountable for a 
straight promise to not continue 
‘*frightfulness,’’ Within the past 
week news has come of the sink- 
ing of tle British merchant steam- 
er Marina and of two Greek mer- 
chant steamers, all without warn- 
ing, six Americans being killed 
and fifty imperilled in the former 
case. The conclusion is that Ber- 
lin has got tired waiting for Wash- 
ington to raise the blockade, and is 
proceeding to exercise its ‘‘com- 
plete. liberty of action.’’ More 
frightfulness at sea is therefore in 
prospect,

Making a Hot Bed. 

To the Bulletin: Will you please 
advise me as*to the proper way in 


which to make a hot bed ,and when 
to make it, whether in the spring 
or fall? 
MRS. 'O.S., West Edmonton. 

The cheapest form of hot bed is one 
partly in the ground, with, a frame 
on the top for holding the sash, placed 
in some sheltered spot facing the 
south, If this form is desired the ex- 
cavation should be made this fall 
before the ground freezes hard, All 
the work should be completed for the 
reception of the manure and- goil 
when the severe weather is over next 
spring. About the middle of March, 
ov the first of April, depending on the 
season, pack fresh horse manure in 
the frame to a depth of two or three 
feet, uilowing to stand covered for 
four or five Cays until well heate4, 
Then cover with good black soil to a 
depth of six inches after which add 
two inches of screened soil mixet 
with fine sana and leaf mould, this 
providing a good seed-bed. This soil 
for covering the manure should be 
eceured this fall before the final 
freeze up and stored when it will Se 
readily accessible in the spring. The 
seed-bed should be quite level and 
about 15 inches from the glass, which 
should slope te the south,
